Valley field workers: 
They toil in Lompoc to harvest dreams in Mexico 


(Editor’s note: This is the last of a 
two part series.)

Feature editor 
Robert Perez one afternoon last 
week entered the trailer-office of 
Del 
Mar 
Packing 
Company's 
Lompoc 
ranch 
headquarters on 
Union Sugar Avenue to tell the 
secretary' that one of his harvest 
crew workers was quitting and 
wanted his paycheck the next day. 
It wasn t that easy. 
The secretary, a young, long 
haired woman who knew how to 
display her young woman legs, 
informed Perez that it was too much 
trouble for the girl to write a check 
for one man in the middle of the 


week. The worker would have to 
wait for payday. 
Perez 
could 
not 
accept 
this 
excuse; and when he protested, the 
secretary turned to Mike Shannon, 
general manager of the Lompoc 
division, for support. 


Mike repeated the explanation 
while Perez sat by the door wearing 
an annoyed look on his face. 
“ Tell her to make my check out 
for 
this 
man,” 
Perez 
said 
disgruntledly to the secretary. 
Now a bit frustrated, she replied, 
“ You don’t understand, Robert. It’s 
too much trouble.” 
“ This money is for the people,” 
Perez 
said to 
them both, 
not 
comprehending the difficulty of a 


big company being unable to write 
out a paycheck at will. 
Robert 
Perez, 
a 
35-year-old, 
solidly built man with a compact 
waist and a hairless, strong, and 
forbidding face, is foreman of the 
fastest harvesting crew in Lompoc 
and Oxnard. As the above incident 
illustrates, the welfare of the men is 
his concern 
The work they perform is hard. A 
man can only work for seven or 
eight years on a harvesting crew 
before he unwillingly slows down 
and must retire to laboring in the 
less-demanding and lower-paying 
thinning and hoeing crews. 
£ harvest worker must have a 
strong back and shoulders and good 
eyes to stay on the harvesting crew; 


and, as long as he toils suitably on 
Perez’s crew, he will be treated 
fairly. 
The Del Mar harvesting crew of 63 
men work fast and steady because 
they are paid by piece work; 43 
cents and 42 cents for each box of 
lettuce and cabbage, respectively, 
harvested 
Green 
card 
workers 
(legal 
residents from Mexico), Perez says, 
do this work that whites will not do. 
White men get “ higher ” jobs that 
Mexicans are unable to get as, for 
example, on Vandenberg Air Force 
Base. Green card holders have the 
freedom to travel and live anywhere 
in the U.S. and to hold any job, not 
only cutting lettuce and cabbage. 
But someone has to bow his back 


for hours in the big summer sun so 
most can eat cool salads; and the 
green card workers are the main 
ones. 
Perez, a working foreman and a 
father of two boys and one girl, 
expressed little pride in field work, 
except that his people do it well. 
“ If I see my sons work in the 
field, I not like. The work is too 
heavy,” he remarked. 
Instead, he desires they go to 
school or whatever they want, but 
not to follow in his footsteps in the 
dirt rows. 
Twenty-two-year-old 
Mario 
Castaneda, who lives in Oxnard and 
works in Perez’s crew, doesn’t want 
his two boys working in the fields for 


the same reason And, if he buys a 
tortilla shop some day in Mexico 
with his savings from toiling in the 
U.S. maybe they won’t have to. 


Mario, a short man with oily, 
curly hair and reptile textured 
hands, plans to return to live in 
Mexico eventually. So do many of 
his friends in the fastest harvesting 
crew. They plan to buy land or 
animals or, like Mario, start a small 
business there. 
The dreams of a few friends, 
however, 
become 
indefinitely 
deferred. 
“ Some drink too much, spend too 
much money. So they don’t go back 
to Mexico,” said Mario.

WASHINGTON (U PI) — Special Prosecutor Leon Jaworski believes 
America’s constitutional government is seriously jeopardized by President 
Nixon’s refusal to obey court orders that he yield his Watergate tapes and 
conversations. 
But 
Nixon’s 
chief 
Watergate 
lawyer, James D. St. Clair, argues 
that the President is immune from 
criminal proceedings in the courts 
because the Constitution provides an 
impeachment process to handle 
such contingencies. 
The Supreme Court today was 
deliberating which of those sharply 
divergent views will prevail. There 
was no indication when its decision 
might come. 
The two lawyers argued for three 
hours Monday in an extraordinary 
session of the Supreme Court. In its 
highceilinged marble and mahogany 
chamber, packed with spectators 
who wanted a taste of history, eight 
justices listened and questioned 
carefully the lawyers propounding 
those disparate philosophies about 
the power of the American presi­ 
dency. 
According to Jaworski: 
“ This nation’s constitutional form 
of government is in serious jeopardy 
if the President, any President, is to 
say that the Constitution means 
what he says it does, and there is no 
one, not even the Supreme Court, to 
tell him otherwise. ” 
Retorted St. Clair: 
“ Even if criminal, he is immune 
from the criminal process...The 
process (in the case of a president) 
is impeachment...” 
In the chamber, St. Clair refused 
to be pinned down on whether Nixon 
would 
obey 
a 
Supreme 
Court 
decision. One mile away. White 
House spokesmen declined to say 
what the President would do should 
the Court rule against him 
But in the Capitol, across the 
street from the Supreme Court 
building, two Republicans on the 
House Judiciary Committee which 
is studying Nixon’s impeachment 
warned that should the President 
refuse to obey, the consequences for 
his presidency might be disastrous. 
“ I don’t think that would be 
healthy for the President,” said 
Rep. Trent Lott of Mississippi, one 
of Nixon s strongest supporters on 
the committee. And Rep. Robert 
McClory of Illinois said defiance 


would 
be 
“ nothing 
short 
of 
disastrous.” 
Last August, in a different tapes 
case, Nixon said he would abide by a 
“ definitive” 
Supreme 
Court 
decision, 
but 
did 
not 
define 
“ definitive.” 
St Clair told reporters today upon 
arriving for the House Judiciary 
Committee’s impeachment hearings 
that “ virtually all” the 64 taped 
conversations which are subject of 
the Supreme Court arguments exist 
and are in Nixon’s possession 
But St. Clair quoted Jaworski as 
estimating that it would take two 
months to survey the tapes to take 
out only those conversations which 
pertained to his investigation. St. 
Clair said the original 23 transcripts 
given Jaworski required 24 hours 
work each day for one month. 
St. Clair, who spoke with Nixon 
Monday after the Supreme Court 
arguments, refused once again to 
say whether the President intended 
to comply with an order to produce 
the tapes if the Supreme Court 
decides he must. 
Jaworski contended Nixon must 
relinquish records and tapes of 64 
White House conversations which 
the prosecutor has subpoenaed for 
use in the September trial of former 
Nixon aides accused of covering up 
Watergate. One of those aides, 
former White House chief of staff H. 
R. Haldeman, sat in the audience as 
the justices heard the case. 
St. Clair contended the President, 
not the prosecutors and not the 
courts, had the right to decide what 
evidence is to be presented 
“ ...The special prosecutor was not 
delegated the right to tell the 
President what of his conversations 
are going to be made available as 
evidence,” St.Clair said. “ That was 
specifically reserved.” 


St. Clair said the court should 
declare 
the 
whole 
matter 
a 
“ political question” over which it 
had no jurisdiction 
He did not 
explicitly promise the President 
even would comply with a ruling by 
the high court.

The Board of Supervisors voted 
unanimously to approve a priority 
plan for expenditures submitted by

Director 
Michael 
Pahos which lists projects on behalf 
of the cities. The county priority 


plan 
is 
for 
$360,477 
toward 
acquisition of the Lake Los Carneros 
area in Goleta Valley for park 
purposes, and $150,000 for Waller 


Park development in the Santa 
Maria area 


The priority plan for both county 
and 
municipal 
projects 
to 
be 
financed under funds distributed by 
the bond act is required by the act 
itself. 
Supervisorial 
approval 
is 
needed for all city and special 
d istrict 
projects 
following 
resolutions of approval by the local 
entities. This will enable the local 
agencies as well as the county to file 
applications for the funding 


State 
bond 
act 
funding 
was 
distributed to the county and local 
entities on the basis of population. 
The county is designated to receive 
$510,477 and the cities of Santa 


Barbara, Santa Maria, Lompoc and 
Carpinteria 
along with park and 
recreation districts in Isla Vista and 
Cuyama Valley—the remainder of 
the $1,129,902 
Santa Barbara city has not yet 
sent in a priority list of projects, 
Pahos said. 
The city of Lompoc has approved 
expenditure of its share of funding 
for 
1974-75 
for acquisition 
and 
development 
of 
Beattie 
Park 
Lompoc’s apportionment is placed 
at $104,427. The Beattie family had 
donated 10 acres on East Olive Ave.

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Spring rains, moratoriums aid south county 
No takers for Cachuma water surplus

County reporter 
Once again there will be 
9,000 acre feet of surplus 
Cachuma Reservoir water 
for sale to water districts on 
the South Coast and Santa 
Ynez Valley. 
But up to now there has 
been no rush on the part of 
the districts to gobble up 
this surplus. 
Last year, 
districts put in orders for 
some 10,500 acre feet of 
surplus and 
the 
County 
Water Agency had to pro­ 
rate the surplus for the 
Goleta, 
Carpinteria 
and 
Montecito districts. 
County 
Water 
Agency 


staff 
chief 
Norman 
Caldwell, 
who is county 
public works director, said 
the water agencies, which 
include the city of Santa 
Barbara, have put in their 
usual 
full 
entitlement 
orders for a total of the 
maximum 18,800 acre feet 
allowable to them. 
Because the safe yield 
set by the U.S. Bureau of 
Reclamation 
that 
means 
there is 9,000 acre foot 
surplus again. 
But this year — perhaps 
due to some extent by the 
water 
moratoriums 
in 
Goleta 
and 
Montecito 
districts and good winter 


and spring rains — the 
districts aren't rushing to 
buy surplus. 
“ Because of the spring 
rains, 
some 
have 
undoubtedly 
started 
out 
using last year’s water,” 
said Caldwell, referring to 
the fact the water year 
starts May 14. “ They’ll use 
that water first, naturally, 
before buying more.” 
Cachuma water at $35 an 
acre foot for municipal and 
industrial use and $25 for 
agricultural use is cheap 
compared 
with 
what 
Feather River water would 
be imported from the north. 
But it is still a sizeable 


expense for water districts 
which would rather put off 
buying surplus water as 
long as they can. 
Supervisor 
Francis 
H 
Beattie said he had heard 
some reports that would 
indicate some of the surplus 
water might go begging this 
year, 
due 
to 
the 
moratoriums 
and 
other 
reasons. 
The 
Bureau 
of 
Reclamation’s notification 
of the 9,000 acre foot surplus 
was received Monday by the 
County 
Water 
Agency 
directors, composed of the 
Board of Supervisors. 
Caldwell said he will not 


notify the member districts 
of the surplus. The member 
districts are to notify the 
county of their wishes by 
Aug. 17 and the county is to 
relay the order 
to the 
bureau in Sacramento by 
Aug. 27, he declared 
Caldwell 
declared 
that 
Santa 
Ynez 
district, 
Summerland district and 
the city, of Santa Barbara 
didn’t order surplus last 
year. Summerland depends 
on Cachuma water, as it has 
no wells, but Santa Barbara 
draws a big supply from 
Gibraltar 
and 
Montecito 
from Juncal in the Santa 
Ynez River watershed area. 


Board balks at raises for judges, constables

Recommended 23 percent 
salary increases for the four 
justice court judges in the 
county — three of whom 
also practice as attorneys — 
ran into opposition Monday 
when 
presented 
to 
the 
Board of Supervisors for 
approval. 


Personnel 
Director 
Wilbur S. Wagstaff, whose 
department had evaluated 
the judges' salary levels and 
made the recommendation 
for the higher pay, was 
requested to supply further 
data July 22 to back up the 
recommendation. 
The judges’ pay boost was 
recommended along with an 
approximate 23 percent pay 
boost for the four constables 
in the four judicial districts. 


Supervisors’ 
opposition 
was confined temporarily to 
the judges' pay situation, 
but it was indicated the 
constables may also have a 
hard time getting a major 
pay raise of 33 percent 
recommended. 


Board chairman Charles 
F. Catterlin told County 
Administrative 
Officer 
Raymond D. Johnson and 
Wagstaff 
he 
felt 
the 
recommendations 
should 
have come before the board 
prior to adoption of the 
county’s 1974-75 budget last 
month. 


Supervisor 
Francis 
H. 
Beattie also took a critical 
position 
on 
the 
recommendations. He said 
he felt the “ judges are well 
paid” 
currently for 
the 
hours of work put in. He felt 


the increase recommended 
was “ grossly too much.” 
Beattie told Wagstaff he 
felt any pay boosts should be 
tied in with the actual work 
load and hours worked by 
the judges. He pointed out 
that the majority of cases 
involved traffic violations 
that 
were 
settled 
by 
forfeiture of bail. 
The Lompoc supervisor 
indicated 
he 
felt 
the 
constables 
weren’t 
any 
more entitled to the large 
pay 
boost 
recommended 
than were the judges. 
Wagstaff said he would 
endeavor to “ provide an 
estimate” of the hours put 
in by the judges, when 
pressed by Beattie. 
Supervisor Curtis Tunnell 
expressed indignation that 
Guadalupe Judge Robert 
Stewart was recommended

Trudeau regains Canada's helm 


OTTAWA (UPIj — Prime Minister 
Pierre 
Elliott Trudeau’s 
handling 
of 
inflation, the issue that toppled his Liberal 
government two months ago, won him a 
surprising and solid victory early today in 
Canada’s general election. 
The Liberals won at least 140 seats in the 
House of Commons, seven more than they 
needed to capture control of Parliament 
for the next four years. 
The latest results gave the Conservatives 
95 seats, and the Quebec-based Social 
Credit movement 12. The New Democratic 
party had 16, and the anti-French mayor of 
Moncton, 
N.B., 
got 
elected 
as 
an 
independent despite disavowal by the 
Conservative party. 


It was a victory that surprised pollsters, 
who had predicted that neither Trudeau 
nor opposition Conservative leader Robert 
L. Stanfield would gain an absolute majori­ 
ty 
Until his government was toppled May 8 
on the inflation issue, Trudeau had ruled 
for 18 months with a minority government 
kept in office with support of the socialist 
New Democratic 
Party. 
It was the 
defection of the New Democrats that 
toppled Trudeau. 
Ironically, New Democrat leader David 


Lewis was beaten in Toronto. His party’s 
parliamentary representation almost was 
halved from 31 seats won in 1972. 
The Trudeau comeback, basically a 
smashing Liberal triumph in the key 
province of Ontario, gave Canada a clear 
cut majority government for only the third 
time since 1962. 
“ Canada has come out of this election 
strong, confident of its future,” said 
Trudeau, who first became prime minister 
in 1968 when his swinging bachelor image 
propelled the Liberals to their greatest 
victory in 15 years. “ I just want to say I 
want to get on with the job.” 
He won by convincing Canadians that a 
freeze on wages and prices —the major 
pledge by Stanfield —would not work. 
Trudeau said inflation was a global 
problem that controls will not solve. 
Trudeau, 54, easily won a personal 
victory 
in 
his 
own constituency 
in 
Montreal, which assured his return to 
Parliament as national leader of the 
winning party. Stanfield, 60, making his 
third unsuccessful attempt to become 
prime minister, personally was reelected 
in Halifax but would not comment on 
whether he would continue as Progressive 
Conservative leader.

and beef cattle. 
“ In Australia they found 
that they were able to 
produce 
polyunsaturated 
meat,”

French strike to 
save cruise liner 


PARIS (UPI) — F’reneh unions called today for a strike 
aboard the luxury liner France in a bid to save the world’s 
largest cruise ship from retirement and keep alive a 
vanishing era of slow and elegant travel. 
Dismay spread across Paris Monday when the French 
Line announced its luxurious “ caviar and champagne” 
liner would go out of service in the fall as a poverty stricken 
victim of steep fuel prices and the jet age. 
The National Federation of Maritime Unions asked the 
2,500-member crew of the 14-year-old ship to occupy the 
vessel in a strike until “ a merchant marine policy re­ 
sponding to the needs of our country is organized. ’’ 
The announcement of the liner’s impending death came 
while the France was at sea. 


“ Taking away the F ranсe is like taking away Paris,” said 
best-selling American author Irving Wallace, a frequent 
passenger of the ship’s opulent salons and state rooms. 
“ I feel a whole period of world history has come to an 
end, the last of the luxury of enjoying travel, this is the end 
of it," Wallace, a veteran of 14 transatlantic trips on the 
France, said. 


The ship has been plagued by deficits since the late 1960s, 
when jumbo jets began transporting more than 300 passen­ 
gers in 7Vz hours across the Atlantic compared with four 
days for the France. 
Higher oil prices then quadrupled the fuel bill of the 
graceful liner, which burns 600 tons of petroleum a day. To 
economize on fuel the French stretched her New York-Le 
Havre crossing to six days. 
But the ship, known as the world’s most luxurious 
floating hotel, continued to serve free caviar as well as 
champagne and other great French wines to the 2,033 
passengers. 
The French government kept the liner afloat through 
deficit 
ridden 
years 
as 
an 
ocean-going 
goodwill 
ambassador 


The French Line said, however, the government told the 
company it was impossible to keep losing $24 million a year 
to “ subsidize a transport which does not justify such a 
sacrifice.” 
The France was launched by Mrs. Charles de Gaulle on 
May 11, 1960. With 66.348 tons, it surpassed Britain’s 65,863- 
ton Queen Elizabeth II.

Two others, who are away 
on a cruise, are still under 
investigation and will be 
punished but will not be 
dismissed. Mack said. He 
said they began the incident 
by passing on to other 


midshipmen answers to an 
exam supplied to them by a 
navigation instructor, but 
did not use the answers 
themselves. 
No names were disclosed 
Mack said the 13 placed on 
probation “ will be reindoc­ 
trinated to the honor system 
and if there is any further 
evidence of violations, they 
don't get the benefit of the 
doubt.”

Washington. 
Reinecke, who is paid 
$35,000 
annually 
as 
lieutenant governor, said he 
didn’t know how successful 
the 
fund-raising 
effort 
would be and estimated that 
2,000 to 3,000 solicitation 
letters signed by Knott were 
mailed out June 27. 
Frank White, one of the 
trustees 
of 
the defense 
account, said it was not 
known yet how much money 
' had 
been 
raised 
but 


reported the organizers set 
their sights on ‘‘as much as 
possible.” 
“We 
know 
we 
cannot 
come close to what his bills 
are ,” 
said 
White, 
a 
representative of Knott. 
He said Knott was the 
honorary chairman of the 
trustee group which also 
includes former state Sen. 
William E. Coombs and 
Marty Samuelson, a Los 
Angeles 
certified 
public 
accountant. 
White said the defense 
fund was established by 
Reinecke friends “ who felt 
the 
man 
was 
getting 
shafted.” 
Reinecke 
has 
pleaded 
innocent to three counts of 
lying in 1972 to a Senate 
committee 
regarding

knowledge of an offer by 
International Telephone and 
Telegraph to underwrite the 
GOP national convention 
then planned for San Diego. 


Reinecke, who lost the 
June gubernatorial primary 
election to state Controller 
Houston I. Flournoy, said he 
was “optimistic” he would 
be acquitted 
He said to win conviction,

Prosecutor Leon Jaworski 
must prove not only that he 
lied but had motivation as 
well.

(N EA ) — The dust clogs the nostrils 
and 
at 
better 
than 5,000 
feet 
elevation the breath comes in sharp, 
painful gasps. The terrain, coming 
across the Chiloquin Ridge and 
down through Hell for Slim Draw 
and over Hogback Mountain, is 
tortuous and rocky. 
It’s a hell of a place to run a race. 
But they did 
And they even had some people 
watching it. I can testify to that 
because I left bits of my flywheel 
shield, oil pan and muffler which 
were gouged out on the dirt trail to 
Hell for Slim Draw. 
The contestants 
were a rare 
breed, 
too. 
They 
included 
a 
physician, a taxidermist, a couple of 
city firemen, a rodeo cowboy, two 
college professors, a tavern keeper, 
a minister and a college track 
coach. Plus some descendants of 
Arabia. 
The event, to allay the suspense, 
was something called Levi’s fourth 
annual "Ride and Tie” Race, and 
it’s a cinch you’ll see nothing like it 


anywhere else on the American 
sporting scene. 
It was won by a couple of tousled 
blond 
characters 
from 
Auburn, 
Calif., up in the foothills of the High 
Sierra, who looks like escaped beach 
boys, and their horse, Smoke. Gordy 
Ainsley is a 27-year-old drug abuse 
counselor who claims to be the first 
200-pounder in the history of the 
world to run the marathon under 
three hours. Jim Larimer is a 25- 
year-old future elementary school 
teacher. By avocation, they are both 
endurance 
riders. 
Smoke, 
who 
belongs 
to 
Larimer, 
is 
three- 
quarters Arabian and he has to be a 
rugged stallion because Ainsley, 
with full tack, puts 221 pounds on the 
horse s back. 
A digression is vital to explain 
"tie and ride.” It’s a transportation 
form of the old West when two guys 
had only one horse between them. So 
one man (or woman) starts out 
running and the other riding. And 
the rider ties his horse at a place on 
the trail where his partner on foot 
can catch up to it, and begins 
running himself. Then the original 


runner mounts and rides on ahead 
and they repeat the process. 
A bearded public relations man 
named Bud Johns, who is a re- 
treaded sports writer, dreamed up 
this race as both a promotional and 
fun thing a few years ago. Now 
they’ve got these characters, both 
men and women, coming in from all 
over 
the 
country 
to 
punish 
themselves by alternately running 
and riding over this scenic but 
forbidding country. 
From a remote meadow on the 
Sprague River in the back country to 
the finish line at the Fairgrounds in 
Klamath Falls, it was 33.5 hot, 
dusty, sweaty and grimy miles. 
Ainsley and Larimer made it in 
four hours, 
12 minutes and 45 
seconds — more than a quarter of an 
hour ahead of the field. 
"I had,” said Larimer looking at 
6-3V2, 205-pound Gordy, "two horses 
on my team.” Jim was swigging on 
his first beer in three months of 
arduous 
training. 
He was also 
looking forward to his cut of the 
$3,150 winners’ swag, put up by Levi

deny that New England, at the end 
el the oil pipeline and susceptible to 
rip-off 
prices 
for 
gasoline 
and 
heating oil, is in urgent need of a 
refinery. But why spoil our little 
strip of coast? 
Up north was Maine with several 
thousand miles of coastline, if you 
count all the inlets, and 300 or so 
miles as the crow flies. The folks 
down this way know well enough 
about the squabble over first one 
site on the Maine coast and then 
another. They were not about to 
ease the burden for their neighbors 
to the north. 
On the face of it the outcome 
should never have been in doubt. Not 
only was there Onassis with the lure 
of all his money held out to hard 
scrabble farmers. But the proposal 
had 
the 
backing of 
Governor 
Meldrin Thompson and his mentor 
publisher 
William 
Loeb of 
the 
Manchester Union-Leader. 
Among American publishers Loeb 
is the last of the Mohicans. His 
thundering front-page editorials lay 
down the law to great and small. 
With the only state-wide newspaper, 
circulation 
90,000, 
Loeb 
as 
kingmaker took up the cause of 
Onassis and the refinery. 
The 
Onassis 
tacticians 
made, 
however, with Governor Thompson 
as their front, a serious error. They 
put 
two 
proposals 
before 
the 
legislature. One would have created 
an energy office with authority to 
overrride 
local 
authorities 
in 
designating 
refinery 
sites. 
The 
second proposal called for a state­ 


wide referendum on the Onassis 
proposition. 
Both would have nullified the 
stand taken by one town meeting 
after 
another 
with 
lopsided 
m ajorities against Onassis. This 
was an affront to a deepseated New 
England 
tradition 
of 
first-hand 
democracy. Having thus disposed of 
the 
trojan 
horse 
tactic, 
the 
legislature voted to disapprove the 
coastal refinery. 
The only state in the union with 
neither sales nor income tax, New 
Hampshire is constantly cutting the 
com ers on fundamental needs. The 
state mental hospital was recently 
denied accreditation because funds 
were 
not 
av ailab le 
to 
pay 
p sy ch iatrists 
of 
professional 
standing. 
The first to adopt a state-wide 
lottery, the returns, meant to defray 
the cost of public school education, 
have 
been so m eager that the 
burden falls increasingly on the 
property owner. 
Pockets of poverty are half hidden 
in the rich green countryside that in 
their squalor rival the city slum. A 
horse- and - buggy state government 
—the legislators are paid $100 for a 
two-year term— ignores much that 
needs urgently to be done. 
Nevertheless the 
roots of the 
democratic past embodied in the 
town meeting are still strong, for an

renews the faith that we shall 
overcome the trials of an era of 
scandal.
